Augusta and Bracken County Teams Relying on 
Experience as New Basketball Seasons Begin 

Experienced Lady Bears Ready For Success 

It seems like only yesterday that a talented group of Bracken County Lady Bears freshmen helped lead the school to an unexpected 
District Championship and then followed that up the next season by cutting down the 39th District nets yet again. With the dawn of the 
2013-14 season drawing near, this once young but talented group finds itself still quite talented, but now a battle-tested, proven bunch of 
seniors. 

“They’ve been a pleasure to coach,” head coach Patrick Kelsch stated of his deep senior class. “They’ve 
accomplished more as a group during their time here than a lot of classes in recent memory.” 

Before we mention the seniors, though, the spotlight will first be shined upon the team’s top performer, sophomore 
guard Bailey Cummins. The smooth-operating Cummins can play either guard position and possesses quite an offensive 
arsenal. “Bailey is an outstanding shooter, but can also beat people off the dribble. I’m glad I have the opportunity to 
coach her, rather than game-plan against her,” Kelsch stated. 

As for the seniors, we start with wing player Jordan Wills, whose energy feeds the rest of the team. “Jordan’s 
numbers increased last year, but she’s most valuable to us in doing everything that needs to be done for us to succeed,” 
Kelsch said. Point guard Emma Conley battled a knee injury last year, but looks to be mostly recovered for 2013-14. 
“Emma has worked hard and she is a good compliment to Bailey in the back court,” Kelsch said. 

Forward Cassidy Jefferson saw significant improvement in rebounding and shot-blocking a season ago and Kelsch 
hopes to see more improvement this year. “Cassidy became a more physical player last year and I expect that to 
continue into this season.” Another wing player, Mallory Bell, is a versatile player with a very nice mid-range game. “Mallory does a lot 
of little things for us on both sides of the ball,” Kelsch stated. 

Another senior guard, Brooke Woods, came off the bench last season and consistently provided invaluable contributions. Kelsch says, 
“Brooke is another energy player and gives us quality perimeter shooting and depth at the guard position.” Swing player Madison Ishmael 
was set to return, but has been sidelined for the year due to an ACL tear. Karly Jefferson, Holly Brothers, and Morgan Mastin round out 
the nine-player senior class. 

In terms of season goals, the Lady Bears hope to improve on a pair of runner-up finishes—in both the 10th Region Class “A” Tournament 
and 39th District Tournament. “We fell short in both of those tourneys last year and both losses stung these girls,” Kelsch said. “I think this 
group is hungry and motivated, even though they’ve already experienced their fair share of winning.”

Polar Bears Look To Pick Up Where They Left Off 

The Bracken County Polar Bears ended the 2012-13 season in impressive fashion, winning 7 of their last 10 games and coming oh-so- 
close to capturing their first District Championship since 1999. While the Bears lose four starters from last year’s team, head coach Chad 
Persinger returns enough talent to contend in 2013-14. 

Freshman Austin Crawford will likely lead Bracken County. Crawford, the younger brother of the graduated 
Grant Crawford, is one of the top young players in the entire 10th Region. The 6 ’ 1” guard is a well-rounded scorer 
and superior athlete, making him a difficult defensive assignment for most opponents. As an 8 th grader a season ago, 

Crawford averaged just under 11 ppg. in Bracken County’s three post-season games, including a team-high 17 points in 
a District Tournament win over St. Patrick. He’ll be joined in the back court by the only returning starter from last year, 

5’11” senior Nate Haight. The crafty Haight is adept at putting the ball in the basket and will provide much-needed 
leadership for Persinger’s squad. 

Senior forwards Ryan May and Scott Fite are both above-average athletes who will give a boost to the front 
court, as will fellow senior forward Steven Cummins. Jarred Lippert, a 6 ’4” sophomore, has the tools needed to be a 
formidable post presence. Guard Kolton Williams has a work ethic Persinger likes and the sophomore will give depth 
along the perimeter. John Bravard is another sophomore who will compete for time, as will the team’s only junior, Cole 
Todd. And Crawford isn’t the only freshman who will contribute. Forward Brady Jones and guard Jacob Hamilton will 
be counted upon for considerable minutes as well. 

At this early stage Persinger has been impressed with what he’s seen. “I really like our blend of upperclassman and underclassman 
and feel they will play well together.” The fifth-year coach also embraces the fact that other teams seem to garner more attention than his 
Bears. “We feel we will once again be overlooked by many and we do like playing in that role. If teams are not prepared and taking us for 
granted, we feel we will sneak up on them and hopefully get many quality wins.” 

Bracken’s schedule has a good mix of home and away, including a pre-Christmas tournament at Bellevue & the annual Bracken County 
Holiday Tournament immediately after Christmas. The Bears are opposite the Calvary Christian/Paris winner in January’s 10th Region 
Class “A” Tournament (held at NKU’s Regents Hall), and they will play host to the 2014 39th District Tournament in late February. The 
Polar Bears’ regular season will tip-off at The Igloo on December 3rd with a visit from 16th Region foe Bath County.

With a new season just around the comer the Augusta Lady Panthers are ready to rely on the experience and team work that comes from 
having a group of girls that have played together for several years now. The Lady Panthers will be returning everyone with the exception 
of Naomie Krebs who graduated this past May.

Bach, Panthers Look To Continue Success 

Folks in Augusta will be talking about the 2012-13 basketball season for many, many years. In addition to being a hot topic of 
conversation throughout the 10th Region, the Panthers secured the program’s first District Tournament Championship since 1982. And that 
wasn’t all. The icing on top was a 72-61 defeat of mighty Mason County in the opening round of the 39th District Tournament—the first 
victory over the Royals in school history. 

Jason Hinson’s Panthers, however, are not resting on their laurels as the 2013-14 season approaches. Several key components of last 
year’s team return, and Hinson’s bunch is hungry to build on their success. Augusta returns the 10th Region’s top overall player in 6 ’ 1 ” 
senior Brent Bach. Bach’s 27 ppg last year made him one of the top scorers in the entire state, but the sensational guard does more than 
just score. Bach possesses superior athleticism, basketball instincts, and has an uncanny ability to make others around 
him better. 

The “others around him” consist, first and foremost, of a sophomore trio who produced big-time as freshmen. 

Forward Camryn Snapp is a versatile player who will need to be a consistent post presence for the Panthers, while 
guards Connor Maddox and Owens Crawford will join Bach in the back court. Maddox was a deadeye shooter in the 
post-season last year, hitting big shot after big shot in the 39th District Tournament. Senior guard Dustin Freeman was 
injured the latter part of 2012-13, but will return and play a bigger role this year. 

Hinson knows his team’s primary weakness will be a lack of physical size and strength. “We’ll have to make up 
for our lack of size with quickness,” Hinson said. “We’re really small, but these guys can get up and down the floor. We 
have a bunch of shooters and weapons when it comes to scoring.” The Panthers will also have to fill the shoes of the 
graduated Tanner Kelsch, one of the most underrated performers in the 10th Region a season ago. 

Knowing his team’s lofty goals, Hinson has beefed up the schedule considerably. The Panthers are participating 
in Mason County’s “Mike Murphy Classic” and also the prestigious “Republic Bank Classic” at Lexington Catholic—both events in 
December. Later in the year, the Panthers will take part in the King of the Bluegrass, as well as the Jock Sutherland Classic. As always, 
Augusta will participate in the 10th Region Class “A” Tournament where they will play defending champion Bishop Brossart in the opening 
round at NKU’s Regents Hall. 

Augusta will open the season on Monday, December 2nd, when they battle Class “A” rival St. Patrick in the Panther’s Den.

New harvest record set 
for modern gun season; 
potential for new record 
overall deer harvest 

Kentucky deer hunt¬ 
ers set a harvest record of 
101,076 deer during the 16- 
day modem gun deer sea¬ 
son that concluded Nov. 24. 
Kentucky is on pace to set 
another overall deer harvest 
record. 

“As of Nov. 25, we are at 
127,551 for our total season 
harvest according to telech¬ 
eck, less than 4,000 from the 
record,” said Tina Brunjes, 
deer and elk coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“We had the second high¬ 
est opening day harvest for 
modem gun deer season and 
the highest closing weekend 
on record.” 

The overall deer harvest 
record occurred last season, 
when Kentucky hunters har¬ 
vested 131,395 deer. Brunjes 
explained that a below aver¬ 
age harvest for the upcoming 
late muzzleloader season that 
mns from Dec. 14 through 
Dec. 22 would likely still put 
this season as the best ever 
for harvest. 

“Given that an average 
late muzzleloader season is 
7,000 to 8,000 deer harvest¬ 
ed, barring an ice storm or 
major snow that keeps people 
from getting out and hunting, 
we should surpass the overall 
harvest record,” she said. 

A spotty mast crop that 
makes deer move around, 
favorable weather and dedi¬ 
cated hunters all combined to 
account for the excellent har¬ 
vest so far this deer season. 

“The data shows that 
more Kentucky hunters who 
go afield are successfully tak¬ 
ing deer,” Bmnjes said. “In 
addition, lots of people from 
what I’ve seen are taking 
some nice bucks this year.”

• Use caution on bridges 
and overpasses as they are 
susceptible to freezing be¬ 
fore roadways. 

• Avoid using cruise con¬ 
trol - cruise can cause the 
vehicle’s wheels to continue 
turning on a slippery surface 
when speed needs to be de¬ 
creased. 

Be Prepared 

• Ensure your vehicle 
has a full tank of gas in the 
event you are stranded for an 
extended period of time. 

• Charge your cellular 
phone prior to departure. 

• Take a blanket. 

• Notify a family mem¬ 
ber or a friend of your trav¬ 
el plans prior to departure 
- if you travel is interrupted, 
someone will know 
Collision Information 

• Be patient - bad weath¬ 
er also limits the capabilities 
of law enforcement officers 
and emergency crews and in¬ 
creases response time. Also, 
keep in mind that they will 
be experiencing a high vol¬ 
ume of requests for service. 

• Attempt to move your 
vehicle out of the roadway if 
you are involved in a minor, 
non-injury traffic collision; 
especially if you are in a dan¬ 
gerous area such as a curve 
or a blind hill. 

• If your vehicle is strand¬ 
ed or wrecked but not in the 
roadway, attempts to recover 
your vehicle will have to wait 
until conditions improve for 
safety considerations.
